After this disaster the fali of Arica was 
almost inevitable. As soon as the Chilians 
had reorganized their army they sent six 
thousand men under General Boguedano to 
Linta by rail and Arica was summoned to 
surrender. The answer was: “Not until 
the last cartridge is fired.’’ The Peru- 
vians had made every prep- 
aration to. receive the Chiiians 
in front, while the batteries of San Jose, 
Santa Rosa, and the Morro engaged the 
Chilian tleet on the seaward side. The Chil- 
ians did not attack in front, but madea 
long detour tothe Tilloge of Azapa and 
prepared to strike the Peruvians from the 


rear, 

-Atdaybreak of the 7th, the men in the 
newly constructed forts to the east of the 
Morro saw no signs of the enemy. At the 
booming of a gun from the seaward, the 
ground was alive with Chilians, and with 
one splendid charge they took the fort in the | 
rear, killing every s ul withinit.

It ist 
asserted that the com.mander of the Morro, 
before he received. his ‘death ane 
touched the fatal button and destroy 
them. Some 400 Peruvian soldiers were 
blown up with the battery of the Santa 
Rosa, not having bad time to vacate. 

The Coch- 
rane, it is learned from Chilian sources, re- 
ceived one shel] whicb, entering one of her 

rts, killed twenty-six men. The Cavya- 

nga received several shots 
and had to be _ run aground. 
When Logomarsino, commander of the 
Peruvian vessel Manco Capac, saw the 
heights taken he knew there was but one 
hope for him and that wx to sink his ship. 
So steaming out, the plugs were opened and 
he and his men took to Sats and the ship 
keeled over and went ia the bottom. Be 
loved as he was by the commanders of the 
neutral vessels, the lawsof neutrality would 
not allow them to rece'ye bim on board 
and he finally surrend«: ed to the captain of 
the Italia. in less than three hours from } 
the firing of the first shot all was over and 
the Chilian flag waived triumphaotly over 
Arica, 

The victorious soldiers were let Joose in 
the city and wine stoves broken open, and 
inthe afternoon Arica was in flames 
and not a single house is left stand- 
ing. Hundreds of women and children 
were saved on the foreign men-of-war 
otherwise the horrors of the village would 
have been worse than they were. It is said 
that Admiral Riveros has declared that if 
the Chilians come to Lima it_will share 
the same fate as Arica. 

Admiral Montero is rejorted to have ar- 
rivéd at Peru on the llth ult., after his re- 
treat from Tacna. The number of men 
which, he carried out of the fight at Tacna 
is stated at 400. The remainder dispersed
